Schools ready for important tests

accountability system. 
The testing will begin 
Monday, Sept. 17 and run 
through the week. 

“These tests are impor¬ 
tant for many reasons,” 
said high school princi¬ 
pal Roxann Booth. 4 We 
encourage all students to 
do their best because their 
scores will determine if 
they are on a successful 
track. Our goal is to en¬ 
sure every senior is col¬ 


lege or career ready when 
they graduate. These tests 
will help do this.” 

The testing includes 
EXPLORE for 8th grad¬ 
ers, PLAN for 10th grad¬ 
ers and ASVAB for 11th 
graders. 

EXPLORE includes 
testing in English, Read¬ 
ing, Math and Science. It 
gives students a head start 
for the ACT test colleges 
use for admissions. It also 
helps students prepare for 
high school courses and 
gets them ready for post- 
high school opportuni¬ 
ties as well. Scores show 
students which subjects 


they are doing well in and 
which they need to im¬ 
prove. 

The PLAN tests are in 
English, Math and Sci¬ 
ence. It gives students a 
way to identify skills and 
knowledge needed to suc¬ 
ceed in college and shows 
them career areas that 
match their interests. The 
scores also provide an es¬ 
timated ACT score. 

The ASVAB (Armed 
Services Vocational Ap¬ 


titude Battery) is admin¬ 
istered by the military to 
all 11th graders. It cov¬ 
ers eight individual tests 
covering verbal and math 
skills, mechanical knowl¬ 
edge, electronics and oth¬ 
er areas. 

Booth says any parent 
or community member 
that has questions about 
fall testing should call the 
counselor or principal at 
the middle or high school 
for more information.

Glencoe residents ex¬ 
pressed concerns about 
verbal abuse, inappropri¬ 
ate remarks and fighting 
by juveniles at Monday’s 
Glencoe City Council 
meeting.

The issue was contro¬ 
versial as Mayor Nantz, 
council members, and 
those attending the meet¬ 
ing discussed options that 
included stronger enforce¬ 
ment of Glencoe’s curfew. 
Former mayor Michael 
Murphy read key parts of 
the law that restrict youth 
under 18 from being out-

City will not 
raise taxes 

Lee Green retires after 23 years 


Warsaw City Council 
kept property taxes at the 
current rate and slightly 
lowered the rate on per¬ 
sonal property at Mon¬ 
day’s monthly meeting. 

The real estate rate will 
again be 13.5 cents per 
$100 of property value. 
That means there would 
be a $135 tax bill for a 
$100,000 property. 

The personal property 
rate for items like cars and 
boats will be 9.1 cents per 
$100 of value. That’s a 
decrease from last year’s 
rate of 10.1 cents per 
$100. 

These rates were in ac¬ 
cord with the “compen¬ 
sating tax rate” to ensure 
the city receives similar 
amounts in property taxes 
each year. There was little 
change in Warsaw’s prop¬ 
erty values from last year. 

In other city council 
business: 

•Lee Green, Warsaw’s 
water and sewer engineer, 
was honored upon retir¬ 
ing after 23 years service 
to the city. This Friday, 
September 14th, has been 
declared as “Lee Green 
Day”. (See “People in the 
News” on page 4.) 

•Councilman Randy 
Jones asked about the 


high grass around the run¬ 
down property at 3rd and 
High streets. The house is 
uninhabited and the previ¬ 
ous resident was arrested 
for making methamphet- 
amine there. Mayor C.E. 
French said the grass 
would soon be mowed. 

Jones also asked if 
Warsaw Code Enforce¬ 
ment Officer Brent 
Caldwell could provide 
a regular report on prop¬ 
erties he’s investigating. 
Mayor French said it was 
a good idea and he’ll talk 
with Caldwell. 

Finally, Jones asked 
about unfinished work 
putting plastic tubing on 
the fencing at the city ball 
fields on Hwy 35. French 
said the work will soon be 
completed. The project is 
funded by a $1,000 dona¬ 
tion from Dorman Prod¬ 
ucts. 

•Councilman Tyler 

Boaz said parked cars on 
Second Street by the fu¬ 
neral home made visibil¬ 
ity dangerous for motor¬ 
ists. Mayor French will 
look into the problem.

September 11 was a 
beautiful day with crystal 
clear skies. 

I’d gotten up late and 
was puttering around the 
kitchen, brewing coffee 
and doing some light un¬ 
packing. I was on leave, 
having just arrived for 
duty at the Pentagon. 

I heard the phone ring 
then my wife was call¬ 
ing me to come upstairs 
and turn on the television. 
She had just received a 
call from her sister in Tai¬ 
wan who was watching a 
breaking story on the eve¬ 
ning news. 

Quickly, I turned on 
the television and saw 
New York’s Twin Towers 
in smoke after airplanes 
has crashed into them. 
Then, the news flashed 
about the similar crash at 
the Pentagon. No one had 
to tell me we’d been at¬ 
tacked. 

I called the wife of one 
of my friends assigned to 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
She was frantic, not hav¬ 
ing heard from her hus¬ 
band. My wife and I 
dressed quickly and drove 
to her and we watched the 
horror continue to unfold. 

I studied the Pentagon 
crash and told our friend 
not to worry. Her husband 
worked on the far side 
of the building, but, then 
again, you never know. 
People have meetings 
all over the Pentagon. 
Anxiously, we continued 
watching. 

Finally, the phone rang 
and it was Al. He was 
okay and told his wife he 
did not know when he 
would be home. He fig¬ 
ured it would be several 


days. 

My wife and I went 
home and walked around 
our street. 

I thought I might see 
the smoke from the Pen¬ 
tagon, but 11 miles away 
was just too far. My neigh¬ 
bors were also out look¬ 
ing at the sky. Complete 
silence. You never know 
how much noise is in the 
air until there is none. 

The next hours were a 
blur. Based on the impact 
at the Pentagon, my office 
in the newly completed 
wing of the Pentagon 
on September 9, meant 
my whole office was de¬ 
stroyed. 

I called my friend, 
Tom, around 7 p.m. He 
answered the phone and 
said everyone was okay. 
The move had been de¬ 
layed. 

“Should I report to¬ 
morrow?” I asked. “No, 
John, everything is chaos. 
We have no place to work 
anyway, as the office was 
too close to the impact 
zone. I’ll call you when 
we have it sorted out, but 
my instructions are also 
to stay home.” 

Work began a few days 
later in a makeshift of¬ 
fice. 

What do I think 11 
years later and now re¬ 
tired? This was just the 
beginning. 

Something cataclysmic 
will happen again. I’m 
not trying to sound pes¬ 
simistic, but the enemy is 
determined and they will 
take their time. Maybe 
10 more years, maybe 20 
more, but eventually.

Heroin has become a big 
problem in Kentucky 


Dear Editor: 

Heroin addiction is of 
epidemic proportions in 
Kentucky. In a 1/18/12 
news article on the Ken¬ 
tucky Post website, ex¬ 
perts reported that two- 
thirds of all heroin arrests 
in the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky are occurring 
in Boone, Kenton and 
Campbell counties. The 
9/10/12 Louisville Cou¬ 
rier Journal reported that 
in Louisville, the amount 
of heroin seized by po¬ 
lice has skyrocketed from 
just 104 grams in 2008 to 
7,087 grams so far this 
year. University Hospital 
treated 252 heroin over¬ 
dose patients this year 
between June and August, 
up from 116 in the same 
period a year earlier. 

Gallatin County is 
nestled between Boone 
County and the city of 
Louisville. We are not im¬ 
mune to this drug. Heroin 
addiction affects all socio¬ 
economic groups. 

For many, heroin starts 
with abusing opioid (pre¬ 
scription) pain medica¬ 
tions. Prescription drugs 
are the most commonly 
abused drugs among 12 to 
13 year olds. Most teens 
get prescription drugs 
from their own homes or 


from family members. 

Amid a medical and 
law enforcement crack¬ 
down on opiate (prescrip¬ 
tion) pill abuse, rising 
prices and manufacturer 
reformulations that make 
pain pills harder to abuse, 
addicts are turning to her¬ 
oin as it is cheaper, easier 
to obtain and extremely 
potent. Heroin can now 
be snorted or smoked, 
making it easier for peo¬ 
ple to bypass injecting it, 
which probably kept some 
people, especially teens, 
from trying it in the past. 
In this area heroin is of¬ 
ten called: dog, dog food 
or dope. Oxycontin are 
widely referred to simply 
as “Oxys.” 

Once a person begins 
using heroin, they have a 
life expectancy of 15 to 
20 years. 

Keep your prescriptions 
safe. Place your prescrip¬ 
tion drugs in a locked con¬ 
tainer. Take any of your 
outdated and unneeded 
prescription medications 
anonymously to the Gal¬ 
latin County Sheriff’s of¬ 
fice for safe disposal. For 
more information visit:

Beshear s healthcare exchange is a disaster 


Despite Kentuckians’ conster¬ 
nation over the government’s de¬ 
efforts to push us down the path of 
an all-out paternalistic nightmare, 
Gov. Steve Beshear has already 
accepted $67 million - more than 
any other state except New York 

- to establish a government-run 
healthcare exchange. 

The rotten fruit of this bureau¬ 
cratic disaster will soon be avail¬ 
able on a website where people 
without health insurance can 
shop for coverage. 

Just as Obamacare forces in¬ 
dividuals to obtain health insur¬ 
ance, the feds give states no op¬ 
tion when it comes to establishing 
exchanges. 

Washington bureaucrats have 
offered to move in to any delin¬ 
quent state and run the exchanges 
however they see fit. How gra¬ 
cious of our federal masters. 

Unlike most of his fellow gov¬ 
ernors, Beshear, who has become 
Obama’s lapdog in Kentucky, 
wasn’t about to wait and care¬ 
fully consider the best response 
to the trampling of states’ Tenth 
Amendment rights. He didn’t ex¬ 
ercise his option to compel the 
federal government to step in and 
shoulder any additional costs. 

After all, it’s not as if the states 
can actually offer plans with any 
sort of flexibility. Setting up their 
own exchanges would merely 
force the states to shoulder the 
blame for unhappy participants. 

The new healthcare exchang¬ 
es are about as flexible as man¬ 
nequins modeling the newest 
fashion trend. Not only must the 
exchanges offer services the fed¬ 
eral government deems essential 

- and which will drive health care 
costs even higher - but they also 
are forced to adhere to a “bench¬ 
mark” plan. 


Insurers who participate in the ex¬ 
change must provide as much cov¬ 
erage as the “benchmark.” This, of 
course, removes all ability of plans 
to offer less coverage for healthier 
patients or to charge higher costs for 
those who require more care and, as 
a result, use more of the system. 

This approach sounds good to 
unsuspecting citizens. But it doesn’t 
work. 

When Kentucky Kare passed in 
1994, Kentuckians were promised 
lower prices and increased care 
(sound familiar?), yet insurers left 
the commonwealth in droves rather 
than participate in a government- 
run health care system that dictated 
coverage and costs. 

The difference with Obamacare 
is: There’s no shaking off the shack¬ 
les — short of leaving the country 
altogether. 

Even Beshear’s fellow Demo¬ 
cratic, state Auditor Adam Edelen, 
is concerned about the governor’s 
implementing such a huge bureau¬ 
cracy. 

“My big concern right now about 
the health exchange is whether or 


not we have the time to implement 
it in the most effective manner,” an 
uneasy Edelen told Pure Politics 
host Ryan Alessi. “We all know 
what happened when we rushed to 
implement the managed care system 
in Kentucky. There were a myriad 
of mistakes.” 

Disastrous implementation of the 
managed care system last fall was 
meant to replace a fee-for-services 
approach to health care. It was so 
poorly done by Beshear’s big-gov- 
emment team that patients were 
denied treatment while providers 
didn’t get paid. 

Edelen has pledged his office to 
serve as a “vigilant watchdog mak¬ 
ing sure we take the exact amount of 
time so that when we introduce the 
health exchange, we get it right.” 

History has yet to reveal how 
government intrusion into health 
care system can work. At least 
Edelen recognizes the dangers in¬ 
herent in implementing such a huge 
bureaucracy.

Statistically speaking, 
planting in the unprotect¬ 
ed garden concludes with 
the end of this month. For 
those using row covers, 
cold frames or other de¬ 
vices to extend the sum¬ 
mer, however, planting 
and harvesting can contin¬ 
ue for some time even as 
the days grow continually 
shorter and cooler. 

The row cover traps 
heat and protects the plants 
from killing frosts but be¬ 
ware that on warm, sunny 
days the row cover must 
be ventilated to protect 
plants from excess heat. 


For any planting you’re 
doing anywhere, here’s 
the information for the up¬ 
coming week. 

The moon is in the dark 
phase now but that will 
be changing Saturday at 
10:11 p.m. Through all but 
the last couple of hours 
of Saturday, be involved 
in only dark moon activi¬ 
ties - and if that includes 
planting, then just below¬ 
ground producers. 

Then beginning Sunday, 
Sept. 16, and continuing 
until the next full moon at 
11:19 p.m. Saturday, Sept. 
29, only light moon activi¬ 


ties - and if that’s planting 
anywhere, make it above¬ 
ground producers. 

A look at the signs re¬ 
veals Leo (the heart) is in 
force today (Wednesday) 
and Thursday. You can be 
involved in any gardening 
activity but planting on 
these Leo days. 

Our monthly series of 
flowering signs, Virgo 
and Libra, is up for Friday 
through Tuesday, Sept. 
14-18 - perfect for those 
fall mums, pansies and 
other cool-weather-loving 
bloomers! 

Friday and Saturday are 
ruled by Virgo (the bow¬ 
els), followed by Libra 
(the reins) ruling Sunday 
through Tuesday, Sept. 16- 
18. Remember the moon 
moves to the light phase 
late Saturday night so be¬ 
ginning Sunday it’s above¬ 
ground producers. 

Outstanding planting 
returns Sept. 19-20 when 
the sign moves to Scorpio 
(the secrets), one of the 
four most fertile signs. 

Following the two 
Scorpio days we greet our 
monthly so-so signs, Sept. 
21-27. They are, in order:

The waterfowl blind 
drawing for Sloughs 
Wildlife Management 
Area (WMA) will be held 
at Union County Middle 
School in Morganfield 
at 7 p.m. (Central time) 
Tuesday, Sept. 25. Regis¬ 
tration will begin at 6 p.m. 
(Central time). The school 
is located off U.S. 60. 

This drawing is for 
blinds on the Grassy 
Pond-Powell’s Lake and 
a portion of the Highland 
Creek Unit. 


Blind sites on the Cren¬ 
shaw and Duncan II tracts 
of Sloughs WMA are al¬ 
lotted under the regular 
quota hunt system. Hunt¬ 
ers wishing to apply for 
a quota hunt on Slough 
WMA may do so during 
the month of September 
only by calling 1-877- 
598-2401, or by going 
online to the website of 
the Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife Re¬ 
sources at fw.ky.gov. 

Those hunters interest¬ 


ed in participating in the 
Slough WMA waterfowl 
blind drawing must be at 
least 18 years of age and 
possess a valid 2012-2013 
Kentucky hunting license, 
a Kentucky waterfowl 
permit and a federal mi¬ 
gratory bird permit (duck 
stamp) at the time of the 
drawing. 

Hunters drawn for 
blinds on Sloughs WMA 
are responsible for locat¬ 
ing, preparing and main¬ 
taining the blind site for 
the duration of the 2012- 
2013 waterfowl seasons. 
Each drawn hunter may 
select a co-owner of the 
blind site for use in the ab¬ 
sence of the hunter drawn. 
The co-owner must be 
present at the drawing. 

Hunters may construct 
a permanent blind or use 
a boat or portable blind, 
but each blind site must 
be permanently pinned 
with a permanent marker 
identifying permit hold¬ 
ers for the site. Those 
hunters selected hold first 
rights for use of the blind 
site, but these blinds sites 
open to public use if the 
selected hunters are not in 
the blinds by 30 minutes 
before shooting time.

Understanding 
Credit Scores and 
Credit Reports 

Many people are aware 
that their credit score is 
important, but do not re¬ 
ally understand what it is 
or how to build a strong 
credit score. Your credit 
score is an indicator of the 
likelihood that you will 
be able to repay a loan 
according to the original 
loan terms, meaning that 
you pay your loan on- 
time. Your credit score 
is calculated based on 
a number of factors, in¬ 
cluding late payments, 
types of credit that you 
currently have, how long 
the lines of credit have 
been open, and your ratio 
of debt to available cred¬ 
it. The higher your credit 
score, the more likely you 
are to qualify for the most 
desirable loan rates. Cred¬ 
it scores are often used to 
determine credit worthi¬ 
ness for home mortgages, 
vehicle loans, and credit 
card applications. 

It is important to real¬ 
ize that your credit score 
is only one indicator of 
your ability to repay a 


loan. Credit scores are 
biased to people who use 
credit, so if you always 
pay in cash and do not use 
credit, your credit score 
may be lower than some¬ 
one who regularly spends 
responsibly with credit. 
However, it is not a good 
idea to take on debt just 
to build a credit score. 

If you are a financially 
responsible person, pay¬ 
ing your bills on-time and 
having the income to sup¬ 
port the loan you want, 
you can demonstrate 
this to a loan company 
or bank. Any time you 
spend on credit, you are 
increasing your financial 
liability, so always use 
credit cautiously. 

If you are spending on 
credit, you need to make 
maintaining a good credit 


score a priority. Your 
credit score is directly 
linked to the items that 
appear on your credit re¬ 
port. It is possible for in¬ 
accurate information to 
appear on your credit re¬ 
port. An inaccurate credit 
report can hurt your cred¬ 
it score. Everyone should 
check their credit report 
on a regular basis. 

You can receive one 
free credit report from 
each of the three big cred¬ 
it bureaus every year. The 
three main credit bureaus 
are Transunion, Equifax, 
and Experian. 

You do not need to pay 
anyone to pull your credit 
report for you. You can 
obtain a free copy on¬ 
line at www.annualcred- 
itreport.com or by calling 
877-322-8228. 

You also do not need 
to get your credit score, 
if the information in your 
credit report is accurate, 
then your credit score will 
also be accurate. If there 
is inaccurate information 
on your credit report, be 
certain to follow the steps 
to file a dispute.

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Switzerland County to 
offer Rural Heritage Tour 


Enjoy the family life 
and culture of two French- 
Swiss families spanning 
over 50 years in early 
Switzerland County at the 
upcoming Rural Heritage 
Tour. 

The Switzerland Coun¬ 
ty Historical Society and 
Musee de Venoge will 
host their first collabora¬ 
tive event on Saturday, 
October 13 th from 10 am 
to 5 pm and Sunday, Oc¬ 
tober 14th from noon to 5 
pm. 

The tour will include 
Musee de Venoge (c. 
1805-15) and the Thie- 
baud Farmstead (1817- 
1860). Come sample 
hearth and outdoor French 
style bake oven cooking, 
walk in a kitchen garden, 
talk with period reenac¬ 
tors and learn about their 
trades. 

While the two sites 
were once considered 
‘eye-sores’ they are both 
now listed on the National 
Register of Historic Sites 
and Places. Both were va¬ 
cant properties that have 
been revitalized through 
historic preservation. 

The process of restora¬ 
tion and the research into 
the history of the houses 
is remarkable and will be 
shared during the tour. 

Visitors may start the 
tour at either site. The 
Thiebaud Farmstead is 
located at 5147 East State 
Road 56, three miles west 
of Vevay, along the Ohio 
River. Venoge is located 
at 111 State Road 129, 
approximately one mile 
north of State Route 56 
just west of Vevay. 

Admission is free, but 
donations are greatly ap¬ 
preciated. 

The Rural Heritage 
Tour honors the rural 
heritage that founded 
Switzerland County and 
showcases two sites that 
show a high level of stew¬ 
ardship towards preserv¬ 
ing rural architecture. 

Venoge is a 30 acre 
tract of the Louis Gex- 
Oboussier farmstead, 
which formed a portion of 
the original 1802 French- 
Swiss Settlement. The 
Gex-Oboussier farmstead 
gives us a picture of early 
19th century Switzerland 
County, Indiana, through 
an architecture that mir¬ 
rors the lives of its inhab¬ 
itants. 

The unique French ar¬ 
chitecture at Venoge with 


its timber frame poteaux- 
sur-sol and the brick nog¬ 
gin illustrates features that 
serve as ethnic markers, 
revealing the identity of 
the people who built the 
structure and where they 
came from. 

Venoge is named for 
the creek that bounds the 
property which in turn is 
named for a river in Swit¬ 
zerland. 

The Thiebaud farm¬ 
stead was settled in 1817 
by Frederick and Harriet 
Thiebaud who emigrated 
from Switzerland with 
their eight children. 

Their youngest son, 
Justi, and his wife Mary 
became the second gen¬ 
eration to live on the 165 
acre farmstead that was 
part of southeast Indiana’s 
hay culture. 

A restored hay-press 
barn will eventually be 
part of the site. The site’s 
two-story frame vernacu¬ 
lar Greek Revival house 
was built in the late 1850s 
over the stone cellar foun¬ 
dation of the original 
house. 

The two sites had dif¬ 
ferent goals with regard 
to restoration. Musee de 
Venoge does not have 
electricity, heat or wa¬ 
ter and uses heating and 
lighting sources common 
to 1815. 

The Thiebaud house 
is intended to be used 
throughout the year for 
a variety of functions, 
so modern conveniences 
have been utilized but are 
unobtrusive. 

Come see for yourself 
the many possibilities that 
preservation offers. The 
fall season is a perfect 
time to enjoy the natural 
beauty of the area and 
a leisurely weekend in 
Switzerland County.
